FOREST FIRES. 


Jacob W. Miller, the well known dry 


goods merchant of Bedford, who died 
at his home on Richard street on 
Thursday of last week, was born in 
East St. Clair township, near Fisher- 
town, July 20, 1833. He was a son of 
Samuel W. and Elizabeth S. Miller. 
For several years he worked on his 
father's farm and attended the public 
school of his township. When eighteen 
years of age he came to Bedford to 
clerk for Richard McGlachery <t Co., 
dry goods merchants, whose store was 
in the rooms on Pitt street now occu- 
pied by J. G. Hartley &. Co., bankers. 
Mr.Miller remained with B, McGlachery 
& Co. one year and then went to 
Xewry to clerk for Alexander Knox 
From there he went to Spring Meadow, 
about 1S46, to assist John Walker in con- 
ducting a dry goods store at that place. 
He subsequently went to Sehellsburg 
and clerked for William Leese. On 
April 1,1349, Mr. Miller opened a dry 
goods store of his own in Sehellsburg 
and continued in business there until 
the spring of 1367, when he removed 
to Bedford and formed a partnership 
with Jacob Bowser. They conducted 
a dry goods store in the Mann building 
on Juliana street. From there they 
moved to the corner of Pitt and Rich- 
ard street and later into the Odd Fel- 
low building on Pitt street. While at 
the latter place the following persons 
were associated, at various times, with 
Mr. Miller: 
Alexander Boor, Floyd 


Walter, Ellwood Harmer, John Wy. 
Boor, S. N. Wertz. About the year 
1S37 
the store was moved to the Mc- 


Culloh building, where it has remained 
ever since. At this place these people 
have been engaged in business with 
Mr. Miller.atdifferentperiods: Charles 
Miller, Mrs. Carrie Miller, Henry W 
Lee. 


On October 15, 1349, Mr. Miller was 


married to Miss Elizabeth 
Griffith. 


daughter of William Griffith, of Spring 
Meadow. Three children blessed this 
union, all of whom died while young 
Mrs. Miller answered the final sum- 
mons September 14, 1S63. On April 5. 
1865, Mr. Miller was joined in wedlock 
to Mrs. Charlotte Harmer, of Sebells- 
bnrg. To this union was born one 
son—Charles—who died several years 
ago. Mrs. Miller was called from time 
to eternity September IS, 1SS1. 


Mr. Miller became ill with the grip 


about a year ago. He was confined to 
his bed since January 13. During his 
illness his brother, Thomas E Miller, 
of Fishertown—the only surviving 
member of a family of six children—• 
' wss at his bedside almost continuously.

•were held at

Jacob W. Miller was one of the old- 


est and most highly esteemed mer- 
chants of the county. He was honest 
in his dealings with his fellow-men, a 
devoted husband, a loving father and 
a good citizen. 


Money Spent For Fighting Them In Bed- 


ford Connty. 


Owing to the canopy of smoke from 


the forest fires which hung above the 
town, it was ncce-sary to light the 
lamps earlier than usual Wednesday 
evening. The mountainssurrounding 
Bedford have been on fire for several 
days. 
The flames came so near the 


outskirts of town that many citizens in 
Boydstown were afraid to leave their 
homes. On Tuesday the constables of 
Bedford borough and Bedford town- 
ship, with a force of men, fought the 
flames west of town. Much of the 
smoke that has hovered overhead the 
past few days is believed to have been 
carried here by the wind from adjoin- 
ing counties. 
The Allegheny moun- 


tain is on fire and forests in many sec- 
tions of the state are in flames. 


The commissioners are allowed to 


expend SI,000 a year for fighting forest 
fires, the state paying $500 and the 
county S500. By an act passed in 1897 
constables are appointed fire wardens 
in their respective townships. They 
are authorized to employ men to com- 
bat the flames when necessary to do 
io to protect life or property. The 
men are paid 13 cents an hour; the 
constables receiving 15 cents per hour 
The appropriation for Bedford county 
this year has been about exhausted.

The Lutheran Sunday School asso- 


ciation convened in St 
Matthew's 


Evangelical 
Lutheran 
church 
at 


Sehellsburg Tuesday evening, October 
17, at 7 o'clock. The opening devotion- 
al services were conducted by Rev. E 
E. Parson. After this the president of 
the association, F. E. Colvin, Esq , an- 
nounced that Rev. John Brubaker, 
pastor of the church in which the as- 
sociation met, would deliver the ad- 
dress of welcome. Rev. Brubaker gave 
a most cordial welcome to all and then 
made a very thoughtful and profitable 
address, in which he said, in part: "It 
is customary to call the attention of 
the delegates to the centers of attrac- 
tion of the place in which a convention 
meets. I might, like Goldsmith, refer 
as he did to the beautiful scenery of 
Auburn. Sehellsburg 
certainly has 


beautiful natural scenery. Then, too, 
like Auburn, the material glory of 
Sehellsburg is gone. It is no^v not 
what it once was. When the turnpike 
was the main thoroughfare between 
east and west all branches of industry 
thrived in its midst. But if we look 
at it from another point of view it is 
far ahead of what it then was—so far 
as its churches and Sunday schools are 
concerned. It is far better to develop 
manliness and womanly wealth than 
to be a millionaire. Parents _are care- 
ful that their children receive a secu- 
lar education, but they often fail to 
take the same pains in giving them a 
spiritual education. Thus they fail to 
give their children the balance wheel 
necessary for life—spiritual education. 
To give them a secular education and 
not a spiritual one is simply to make 
them so much more powerful for the 
commission of evil. The training in 
the Sunday school and the catechetical 
class is far more important than the 
public school training." 


President Colvin made the response 


on the part of the association. In a 
pleasing manner be referred to quite a 
number of reminiscences in his early 
life in Sehellsburg. Here he first went 
to Sunday school, here he became a 
member of 
the 
Lutheran church. 


Eleven years ago this association met 
in Sehellsburg, and at that time lie 
was elected for the first time president 
of a Sunday School association.

Good faith and 
national honor require the pacifica- 
tion of Cuba and the political re- 
habilitation of the 
Cubans.

tragedy must end, and end soon. Ex- 
isting conditions projected into the 
coming year will put a conclusive end 
to Mr. McKinley's public life." 


Col. N. M. Bell, who was prominent- 


ly connected with the postomce de- 
partment during the first Cleveland 
administration and who has been in 
private business in St. Louis for some 
years, is visiting Washington. He 
says that people in the east have no 
idea of the intensity of the feeling 
against trusts in the west and pre- 
dicts that the trust issue will figure 
largely in next year's campaign.

The British defeated the Boers at 


Glencoe, South Africa, on Friday and 
followed up their victory by capturing 
Elandslaagte. nearby. It is estimated 
that 900 Boers were killed or wonndid 
at Glencoe and that the English lost 
30 men. On Sunday the Boers attacked 
Glencoe and shelled Dundee, about six 
miles away. It is reported that they 
were repulsed by tbe enemy. Later. 
General Yule, the British commander, 
abandoned Dundee, with the intention 
of falling back on Ladysmith. Ac- 
cording to latest reports, Yule has not 
yet reached Ladysmith or joined other 
English troops in the Transvaa1. In 
all the engagements the Boers fought 
with great bravery. Jan Hock, second 
in command to General Joubert, of the 
Transvaal forces, was captured. Gen- 
eral Sehiel, a former German officer 
who was leading the Boers at Eland i- 
laagte, was also taken prisoner. Yes- 
terday's papers state that "the British 
situation is far more serioJS than the 
rigorously censored despatches would 
indicate."

JnviXGTON, N. Y.,October 24.—Strange 
changes in the religious world have 
been taking 
place 
of late years; 


Presbyterians of note have become 
Episcopalians, 
some 
Episcopalians 


have become Methodists, many a new 
name has been added to Catholic ranks 
and some men, from a religious stand- 
point, have become nothing at all. 
Men seem to be running to and fro 
seeking solid ground for their spiritual 
feet and no denomination has been free 
from this restlessness. But is this all 
of svil? 
Certainly not, if it brings 


into men's hearts a truer sense of the 
fact that denominations are not differ- 
ent armies but mer&ly different regi- 
ments in one army. The churches have 
often resembled the robber 
barons 


of the Rhine, who were afraid of each 
other and so shut out their neighbors 
and shut up themselves. The modern 
tendency has much more of neighborli- 
ness and much less of suspicion than 
formerly. It is a hopeful evidence of 
mutual helpfulness and mutuil trust 
that may certainly be taken as one of 
the signs of the times. 


Here and there, however, are men 


like Dr. De Costa, who see in the liber- 
ality of thought that took Dr. Briggs 
into the Episcopal chuivh, a dread 
portent of danger to come, wherein 
they fear that the light of faith will 
c°ase, that the ray of inspiration will 
become faint and that men's lives will 
become grossly material instead of 
highly spiritual, as they had hoped.

We 
feel vexed at the memory of the sanc- 
timonious air that some people used to 
assume; for the world is rapidly ad- 
vancing beyond the point where loud 
and long prayers, or the bended knee, 
or the sharp corners of a thin-lipped 
mouth are regarded as proofs of either 
special friendship with God or special 
power among men. The world is too 
spiritual any longer to accept the 
brass of outer appearances in lieu of 
the real gold of inner character lived 


out. 
This is a day ot testing and of 


trying. The religious metal that re- 
lies on appearance only k being cast 
out and in its place there is growing 
into strength a better understanding 
on the part of the world and with it a 
demand that the possession of religion 
shall result in a life of Godliness 
rather than a look of Godliness. 


Hence Jeremiah preachers, who fore- 


tell evil to the world because the pews 
before them are empty, might well 
look within first for an explanation, 
and ask whether even prodigal sons 
do not loathe empty husks when the 
hands of the Father are filled with 
plenty. Men who know the world and 
its burdens, sin and its sorrows, life 
and its manifestations, will no longer 
have patience with the thoughts that 
show the preacher as one ignorant of 
the depths, the heights and the aspira- 
tions o£ the human hearts before him. 
To this extent the world is more relig- 
ious than it ever has been before—it 
asks for bread and is not content with 
a stone. 


As an example of the present relig- 


ious energy of the worlcl, it is only nec- 
essary to mention the young people's 
movement that has had so much to 
do with imparting renewed strength 
to half dead churches. This move- 
ment is a most wonderful one, perfect- 
ly organized, well managed and so 
ramified that the remotest corners of 
the country are reached and brought 
into knowledge of their unity one with 
another. But the strength of these is 
not found alone in the weekly gather- 
ings for testimony. Its power lies in 
the fact that the energy of youth finds 
solace for itself in interpreting into 
action the thoughts of the spirit. The 
religion of to-day is more one of deed 
than of dogma; and it is a hopeless 
effort and a hopeful sign that men and 
women are not willing to be dragged 
back to conditions that have had much 
to do with making the world's cup run 
over with sorrow.

Observations by ft Bedford County Boy In 


the Philippines, 


SAN FERNANDO, P. I., August 13.— 


Aluen that has been written about the 
sensations a man feels on. the field of 


battle is no nearer the truth than a 
dim:; novel. 
When a man is fighting, 


that is to say, shooting and being shot 
at, his eyes are not blazing with ex 
citetnent; he does not find himself 
yelling for nothing. The day of hand- 
to-hand flg-hting is past. No longer 
does cavalry hurl itself against s:>lH 
squares of infantry. No doubt, when 
hand-to-hand fighting is in progress, a 
certain amount of excitement results 


Nowadays when fighting is with 


long range rifles and smokeless powder 
things are different. If the men would 
become excited they would be useless. 
Nor do they ! When the bullets are 
flying pretty thick they merely re 
mark, "It ia getting pretty hot." Most 
of the talk is about the range. Dim- 
ness is strictly attended to and any 
remarks, such as "Break the news to 
mother," or "Dying for one's country," 
are kept for some future occasion The 
officers do not stand upon the trenches 
with their swords pointed at the en- 
emy yelling at the men to do or die. 
They don't expose themselves more 
than is necessary and if a bullet strikes 
close to them they merely say,"Down;" 
of tell anybody that stands up, ''Don't 
make a fool of yourself.'' So little ex- 
citement is there that I have seen 
several of the boys get up and hunt 
for spent bullets as souvenirs when 
under a heavy fire. After a few vol- 
leys all idea of danger goes out of your 
head. Sometimes a comrade may fall 
down wonnded or killed; then you fire 
with a new zest. It seems asifyou 
wish, personally, to avenge him. 


The only indication you have of the 


enemy is puffs of white smoke. You 
cannot tell the effect of your firing. 
Men on the firing line do not regard 
themselves as heroes and any attempt 
at a grandstand play is nipped in the 
bud. A soldier who is wounded in 
battle does not promise to reform and 
lead a better life if spared. He acts 
just as he would before he was wound- 
ed. If he is used to swearing he will 
probably swear. If he is a drinking 
man he will ask the doctor for a drink 
of whisky. 
An American will gen- 


erally grit his teeth and bear the pain, 
as he wishes to show his nerve. The 
worst thing a soldier has to contend 
with is being in reserve when the 
enemy is filing high, especially during 
a night attack.

you.

River convention signed by Great 
Britain and the Transvaal .Boers in 
which the absolute independence of the 
Transvaal Bjers was recognized. 


1877—During a general war between 


the whites and the blacks Great Britain 
broke the Land River convention and 
annexed the Transvaal. 


1830-81—The Transvaal Boers revolt- 


ed, raised the standard of the republic 
and defeated the British in several 
small engagements. 


1881—Great Britain signed a treaty 


known as the Pretoria Convention, in 
which self-government was granted to 
the Bjers, Great Britain remaining the 
suzerain power. 


1934—A new treaty,known as the 
Con- 


vention of London. In this there was 
no mention of suzerainty; the Trans- 
vaal Republic was granted complete 
fivedotn; in fact, became, as Mr. Charn- 
berlaia said in one of his despatches 
last summer, lla foreign state." Lord 
Dirby, who negotiated the convention 
of 1881 for the British, thus described 
(on February 14, 1884) the powers re- 
tained by Great Britain: 


"By the omission of those articles of 


the Convention of Pretoria which as- 
signed to her majesty and to the British 
resident certain specific powers and 
functions connected with the internal 
government and the foreign relations 
of the Transvaal State, your govern- 
ment will be left free to govern the 
country without interference and to 
conduct its diplomatic intercourse and 
shape its foreign policy, subject only to 
the requirement that any treaty with 
any foreign state shall not have effect 
without the approval of the queen." 


1SSG— Gold discovered in the Trans- 


vaal territories. 


1887—Total output of gold from the 


Rind (Witwatersrand) mines 43,155 
ounces. 


18S8—Output of gold increases to 


313,121 ounces. 
Great excitement in 


England. Foreigners, chiefly English, 
pouring into the Rand district and 
building up Johannesburg at rate of 
1,000 a weak. Discoveries of gold in 
several other parts of the Transvaal. 


18S9—The British South Africa com- 


pany organized by Cecil Rhodes and 


and institute all the electoral and rep- 
resentation reforms- asked by Britain 
on condition (1) that Great Britain, 
should promise to not interfere again 
in the international affairs of the re- 
public: (2) that nothing more should be 
said about "suzerainty;" (3) that all 
matters in dispute should be submit- 
ted to arbitration. 


That is, the Boers were willing to 


run the risk of being reduced to a 
minority in their oxo republic pro- 
vided the integrity of 'the republic 
should be thus guaranteed. 


Mr. Chamberlain rejected these pro- 


posals and put 
forward fresh pro- 


posals, making larger demands than 
ever. The Transvaal government then 
withdrew its proposals and asked that 
Great Britain drop its fresh proposals 
and go back to the original proposals. 


On September 23 Mr. Chamberlain 


sent this reply, breaking off negotia- 
tions and foreshadowing an ultima- 
tum: 


"The imperial government are now 


compelled to consider the situation 
afresh and formulate proposals for a 
final settlement of the issues which 
have been created in South Africa by 
the policy constantly followed for 
many year> by the government of the 
South African Republic (the Trans- 
vaal) 
They will communicate the 


result of their deliberations in a later 
despatch." 


The Boers had been stunned by the 


British re] ction of their proposals of 
August 21. llr. Greene had told them 
that those proposals would probably 
be accepted. He recommended them 
to Sir Alfred Milner in an official note 
for acceptance by the British govern- 
ment 
During the latter part of Au- 


gust and throughout September Great 
Britain pressed preparations for war 
in South Africa. 
After Mr. Chamber- 


lain sent his ultimatum, or rather 
foreshadowing of an ultimatum, on 
September 33, these preparations were 
pushed with vigor, and Mr. Chamber- 
lain and other members of the govern- 
ment made war speeches. 


The Boers decided that the last hope 


of peace was gone. They waited for 
Mr. Chamberlain's promised ultimatum 
until October 9. They sent him an 
ultimatum demanding an agreement 
to impartial arbitration and the cessa- 
tion of the campaign of military in- 
vestment of the Transvaal. 


Mr. Chamberlain's ultimatum, em- 


bodying the final proposals of the 
British government, which the Trans- 
vaal must accept or go to war, was 
going over the wires to South Africa 
while the Boer ultimatum was on its 
way to London. It has never been 
published. There is up to the present 
time no trustworthy information as to 
its contents.

raid. Dr. 


Jameson and his fo'.lo vers(British army 
officers and servants of the British 
South Africa company) captured and 
delivered over to British authorities for 
trial. They receive an ovation in Lon- 
don and are let off with nominal pun- 
ishment. 


1896 — Mr. Chamberlain, speaking for 


the government, which is try to efface 
the impressions made in South Africa 
and throughout the civilized world by 
the Jameson raid, says in the house of 
commons on May 8: 


"To 
go to war with 
President 


Kruger to enforce upon him reforms 
in the internal affairs of his state, 
in which secretaries of state, standing 
in their pieces, have repudiated all 
right of interference — that would be 
a course of action which would be im- 
moral."

with President Kriiger. The Boers 
asked that all differences between the 
two governments be submitted to im- 
partial arbitration. Mr. Chamberlain 
refused on October 18, 1898, raising the 
claim of suzerainty and saying that 
the convention was not like a treaty 
between two independent states, but 
was an agreement whereby the queen 
as sovereign granted certain rights of 
s^lf-government to the 
Transvaal, 


while retaining her suzerainty. 


This enveloped the British govern- 


ment in an atmosphere of suspicion 
and is largely responsible for all the 
difli iulties since. 


During the present summer the 


Boors actually granted all of Eng- 
land's original contentions. They have 
passed a law reducing the term of res- 
idercB for natnralizaiion purposes to 
s 'ven years. The hitch in the negotia- 
tions has been partly the question of 
suzerainty, partly the British deter- 
mination to have a joint British-Boer 
inquiry into the workings of the fran- 
chise, partly the British refusal to 
submit the other disagreements to im- 
partial arbitration. 


The rupture came about in this man- 


ner : On August 21 the Boers, having 
been assured by the British agent at 
Pretoria, Mr. Greene, and by Sir Al- 
fred Milner that the proposals they 
submitted would in no way affect the 
status of their case and would in all 
probability be accepted, -sent the fol- 
lowing propositions:

NEW YORK. October 34 —Over three 


weeks have passed since New York 
gave her greeting to the nation's re- 
turning hero, whose imperial service 
in the hour of our direst need had 
sunk deep in the nation's heart, and 
the crowning glory of whose magnifi- 
cent reception will live in history as 
long as time shall last. 


There is one peculiar feature that 


attaches to this splendid welcome to 
Admiral Dewey that distinguishes no 
other similar event on Time's record 
considered worthy of 
remembrance 


among men. 
It 
magnifies and in- 


creases as it recedes, it grows larger 
as the years roll by. No wonder that 
the voice of Manila's hero grew husky 
and his-eyes grew dim with unbidden 
tears as he approached the magnificent 
triumphal arch erected to his honor 
and glory, that he turned to Mayor 
Van \Vyck, who sat by his side, and 
exclaimed, ''Oh, this is too much, too 
much honor and glory for one man." 
His head was bowed for an instant, 
the splendor of the scene was shut out 
from his blinded eyes and while the 
shouts of enthusiastic thousands were 
ringing in his ears and the glory of 
the earth and the fullness thereof 
were laid as tributes at his feet, the 
present, with its supreme glory, faded 
from his sight and in memory he wan- 
dered back to the lone cemetery of 
Mon tpelier,among the green mou ntains 
of Vermont, where lay all that was 
mortal of his heart's young love, a love 
which lives consecrated to her alone 
and which watches and waits for the 
coming hour, not far off, when he 
shall once more hold her close to his 
heart, and as none claimed a share in 
the victory which has made his name 
immortal, so she shall reign the sole 
and supreme queen of her hero's heart 
in an eternal communion forevermore. 


At the close of the Triumph, I spoke 


of it as being one of the most orderly 
and best behaved crowds ever brought 
together on a similar occasion in any 
country of the world. A journalistic 
friend whose word, to put it mildly, 
is fully as reliable as my own, de- 
clared that for savage brutality the 
conduct of our police was an outrage, 
which has not been forgiven and will 
not be condoned or forgotten.

Tue Negro Preacher Who Said "The Sun 


Do Move." 


In his hnmble cottage in "Africa," 


the negro quarter of Richmond, a 
quaint old clergyman, 
known the 


world over for one idea persistently 
preached for 15 years, on the Fourth 
of July celebrated his 87th birthday. 
Pastor of the Sixth Mount Zion church, 
paid 8600 a year by his 3,000 parish- 
ioners, the Rev. John Jasper has made 
an international reputation by pro- 
pounding the doctrine "the sun do 
move." 


Somewhat enfeebled by his great 


age, the negro preacher spends most 
of his time in meditation, a strikingly 
original and picturesque character 
John Jasper has a remarkable head 
Tremendously high and prominent 
cheek bones under kindly eyes strong- 
ly mark a face of benevolence and 
good nature. In the pulpit he wean 
large silver spectacles that add to his 
otherwise clerical look. A phrenolo- 
gist would be puzzled to decide where 
his intellectual bumps lie, as his fore- 
head commences with protuding eye- 
brows and runs at an angle of 45 de- 
grees to thetop of his head, when his 
cranium swells out, only to end in an 
abrupt precipice. 


Newspaper reporters have made him 


out wholly illiterate and grotesque 
and biographers of his own race are 
prone to picture him as a learned doc- 
tor of divinity. 
Neither picture is cor- 


rect. 


John Jasper does not speak in the 


negro dialect, as le is often quoted, 
but in his effort to "talk proper," and 
in the quaint originality of expression, 
no less than his vehemence of gesture, 
the visitor looking for amusement 
finds plenty to interest him. Of his 
ministry Jasoer himself says: 


"I was inspired before I was born. 


My father told my mother so. She 
did not believe much about it until I 
got to be 10 or 11 years old, for I was 
just as bad as any other little nigger, 
but when I commenced to get big and 
commenced to notice I knew that I 
was inspired, and the word of the Lord 
came to me like a flash. 


"For 60 years I have been a minis- 


ter, and I reckon I have brought 
thousands of souls from perdition. 
If 


I haven't it ain't my fault. I have 
worked hard enough." 


The text of Jasper's famous sermon 


is Exodus, Chapter xv., Verse 3—''The 
Lord is a Man of war. 
The Lord is 


His name." The theories advanced 
are : The sua rises in the east and 
moves toward the west and there sets. 
The world is flat. 


"The Bible says the sun stood still," 


he announces dogmatically. 
"Is any- 


body going to say the sun was stand- 
ing still before Jasher told it to stand 
still ? Do you think Jasher would 
have asked the privilege to stop the 
sun if she had not been moving. This 
morning when the sun rose it was over 
there (pointing to the east). 
How, in 


the name of God, could the sun get 
from that side of the house over to this 
(pointing to the west) unless it moved? 


"Now 
Solomon was certainly

scholar. Do you know he was the mm 
who said, 'The sun ariseth and goeth 
down and hasteneth back to the place 
she moved from.' It is nonsense to say 
the sun does not move. The man who 
say the sun does not move he does not 
read the Bible."

Etc.. For Winter Unc. 


The value of frames to a small 'gar- 


den is seldom estimated. By means of 
a moderate size hotbed lettuce, rad- 
ishs and other quickly maturing plants 
may be raised for winter use. Other 
plants may be started in late wiui..1 


for transplanting to the open ground in 
spring, thus securing the earliest crops 
possible. 


The depth of the pit must be regulat- 


ed to agree with the plants to be 
grown. As an example, lettuce, espe- 
cially that growu in early winter, is 
liable to "draw upward to the light, a 
very undesirable thing where good, 
solid heads are wanted. Therefore the 
pit should be shallow to bring the 
plants fairly near the glass. This, also 
applies to all seedlings intended for 
transplanting. 
They 
must not he 


drawn up, spindling and weak, but en- 
couraged to grow solid anil stocky. 
Even such slender things as peas couhl 
be started a trifle earlier by sowiug the 
seed in pots plunged in the frame and 
transplanted later. 


Cold frames are chiefly of use as hot- 


bed feeders or for giving plants a 
slight start in spring. They must be 
prepared in August ready for early fall 
sowiug. 
The seedlings are hardened 


off aud held until transplanted to hot- 
beds or to the open ground. Such near 
ly hardy plants as corn salad aud let 
tuce may be raised in cold frames in 
the fall and early winter by protecting 
them slightly on frosty nights. 


As to the making of the frames, it is 


an easy matter. A spot sheltered on the 
north and west, free to the sun, is con- 
sidered ideal. 
If there is danger uf 


rains washing in, the bed level must 
be raised aud earth and coarse llttci 
banked around it. The back, which 
will be toward the northwest, should 
be higher than the front, the slope per- 
mitting' the water to shed from the 
glass. 
The top is of glass, fitted in 


sash about 4 feet wide by 6 long, made 
to slide back or raise, by which means 
the beds are ventilated. 


The bed for a cold frame should be 


finely pulverized loam, obtained from 
the surface of some land that has been 
standing at least two or three years, 
or any good, light soil, with which may 
be well mixed some well rotted horse 
manure, a desirable addition in cilher 
case. The bed should bo from IS inch- 
es to two feet In depth and be closely 
placed in the frame. 


A holbed is something similar, ex- 


cepting that the "hot" must be fur- 
nished. The hent is derived from fer- 
menting horse manure, which is placed 
in a bed to the depth of a foot or two. 
This manure should not be strictly 
fresh, but first heaped up and forked 
over several times before it has n 
chance to burn, which cau also be pre 
vented by watering. The manure final- 
ly placed, its temperature must be kept 
until it is reduced to about-73 ili-grees 
F. 
In the meantime about six inches 


of flue loam is spread on the boil. 


When in use, a mat of some kind 


must be placed over the closed sasli 
late in tiie afternoon and iciiioved 
When the sun is well up In the follow- 
ing morning.

A n>e Sod rcnis Potato Seab. 


Alva Ajjeo makes a very interesting 


potato note in the Ohio Piiruiur. HP 
says: 


"Another year's experience coulirms 


my slnteiiH'Ut iniule a year ago in 
The Farmer that one onn control pota- 
to scab by Ihe use of n rye sod, if this 
is done in the rljjht way. This is the 
flftli year of an experiment on two 
acres of laud that had become so in- 
fested with scab that a decent crop of 
potatoes could not be grown. 
Five 


successive crops of potatoes have been 
grown in tins laud, turning a rye sod 
under each spring, and the seed used 
a portion of the time lias not been 
wholly free from scab and has been 
untreated with any solution to kill the 
genus, but the crop is above the 
average in smoothness. The seed last 
spring, coming from northern Ohio, 
hnil more scab than seemed safe, but 
so far as'examination of hie hills now 
Indicates the crop will lie all right. If 
the rye can be turned during a hot 
spell in the spring, it makes the soil a 
little acid, and that is fatal to the scab 
germs. Two years of that treatment 
practically cleaned the h'eld."

old-time standards," said an up-town 
doctor, who is a lover of good trotters.

"It is the business of the piano de- 


tective to circumvent this sort of thing. 
As a rule, some suspicious movement 
on the part of the would be defrauder 
of the piano dealer causes him to be 
placed under suspicion. 
The dealer 


can't step in aud take his instrument 
away.under the contract, and the only 
thing he can do is to watch it. nere- 
is where the piano detective comes in. 
He hovers around the house in which 
the suspected purchaser lives, night 
and day. watching any attempt to make 
way with the piano. Usually three or 
four wee: s are long enouirli to settle 
the question one way or another. If the 
piano buyer is crooked, he is practical!; 
certain to make some sort of a move 
before the expiration of that time. If 
be doesn't, it is pretty safe presumption 
that the suspicion is groundless auc 
the piano detective is called off by bib 
employer, with no one but himself ami 
two or three others tne wiser. But the 
precaution is a necessary one."—Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

The Lasso us a Deadly Weapon in a Cow- 


boy Duel. 


"I once witnessed a duel with lasso 


ropes between a Mexican and an Amer- 
ican.," said Joe Hampton. 
"It hap-

about as exciting a piece of work as I 
ever saw. I was foreman at that time 
for the Seven Up (7 U P) horse ranch 
in Wyoming, and we wertoii our way 
from Sydney, Neb., with a band of 
mares that bad been shipped from the 
Missouri to Sydney. We had to drive 
the animals overland to the home 
ranch. 


"Well. 1 picked up an outfit of men 


around Sydney, seven Americans and 
three Mexicans, a tough lot We start- 
ed out, aud when we got to the Big 
Cheyenne river, south of the Black 
lulls, we stopped to lef the horses rest 
for a few days. There was one Mexi- 
can, Pedro ("louzales. about the most 
111 miturcd aud most quarrelsome man 
I ever saw. lie fell out with an Amer- 
ican by the name of Dick McAll. an 
all around bad man. I knew Dick by 
reputation, and be had a bad record. 


"Well, one day at dinner time Dick 


made some remarks about roping a 
Greaser down In Texas and hnnlinz 
him across the prairie until he was 
worn ont. The Mexican answered by 
saying that 
man 
must 
have been 


asleep or dead, for you could not rope 
a live man and do that. Dick Jumped 
to his feet aud pulled his gun. and Pe- 
dro did the samp. 
1 rushed between 


them and ordered them to put up their 
guns. Tile Mexican's black eyes shone 
like a rattlesnake's 
when about to 


strike, but ho put the gun back in his 
belt, and Dick- did the same. 


"I knew there would be trouble, and 


how to avoid it was a question not 
ensily solved. 
I ordered the horse 


wrangler to fetch up the saddle horses, 
for 1 intended to move on that after- 
noon. 
Tbe Mexican spoke to Dick, 


and they walked off to one side and 
talked In a lo.w tone for a few minutes. 
When the horses came up. I noticed 
both men saddled up their best horses. 


"They both unwound their lasso 


ropes and stretched them out side by 
side. 
Dick's rope was about 43 feet 


long and Pedro's about GO feet. Pedro 
drew his knife from his belt and cut 
his rope the exact length of Dick's. 
Then they coiled up their ropes care- 
fully, and each mau led his horse in 
opposite directions until they were 
about 100 yards apart.

each other. 


"I stood holding my horse by the 


bridle and watched even1 move. I will 
never forget the look of hate and mur- 
der on the Mexican's face. 
His lips 


were apart, showing his white teeth, 
and a wicked smile seemed to play 
about his mouth. Dick's jaws were set 
tight, and a look of mingled fear and 
rage combined on his savage face. 


"They rode slowly toward each oth- 


er for about 50 yards, watching each 
other like a couple of caged panthers. 
Then they made a dash, and both ropes 
shot out like a streak of lightning. 
Both men dodged and escaped. In an 
instant they had gathered up their 
ropes and begun to circle around aud 
around. 


"I could bear the swlsb of their 


ropes as they swung them around-their 
heads, each man trying to get some 
advantage.
